| GREAT GRID VICTO- 


RY IN ROSE BOWL! 
ROSE BOWL, “PASADENA, 
Calif., Jan, 1,—Alabama brought 


a great football team out of the 
South to defeat Washington State 
college 24 to 0 today in the six- 
teenth playing of the annual tour- 
nament of roses gume, Seventy 
thousand spectators saw the game 
through, 

The Crimson Tide went into the 
game resolved to give Wallace 
Wade, their coach, who is leaving 
Alabama for Duke University in 
North Carolina, a parting gift and 
they made it a convincing one with 
three sensational touchdowns in 
the second period against the hus- 
ky Cougars, 

Washington held its own in the 
final quarter and threatened to 
score while Alabama, after scoring 
a field goal in the third period, 
could not again get its attack to 
function, 

Two startling passes and a run- 
ing play wrecked the hopes of the 
big boys from the northwest. 

Coach Wade amazed the home 
folk and the small contingent from 
Alabama by sending out his second 
string to start the game, only Cap- 
tain “Foots’ Clement answering 
the starting roll call. 

Washington State started with a 
world of power but could not keep 
the ball rolling and kicks were ex- 
changed as the opposing teams 
tried each others’ prowess and 
sparred for openings. 

xin the second quarter the Ala- 
bama regulars, led by the gigantic 
All-American Tackle Freddie Sine- 
ton and three-fourths of a new 
backfield composed of Cain, Suther 
and Campbell, rushed on the field. 

The new combination did not 
function at once as a forward pass 
was messed up, resulting in a 12- 
yard loss, but in a few minutes the 
Dixie dynamo began to click. 

Soon after the second period op- 
ened ’Bama broke tlie scoring ice. 
Alabama, after an exchange of 
kicks, took the ball on its 40-yard 
line. An offside penalty offset two 
gaining plays and then with the 
ball on the 36-yard line, Jimmy 
Moore came dashing in from end 
as if a reverse play was planned, 
took the ball from Campbell and 
dashing back tossed it far down the 
field to the fleet “Flash” Suther, 
whose twinkling toes had. carried 
him over the green turf beyond the 
Washington defense. 

Suther caught the ball on Wash- 
ington’s 36-yard line and had an 
unimpeded path to the goal line. 
| Campbell made short work of 
i the addition of the extra point with 

a placement sailing almost square- 
ly between the goal posts. 

The cheers over the first touch- 
down had hardly died away in the 
big rose-bordered stadium when 
yells from Alabama and groans 
from Cougar sections were repeat- 
ed. Alabama received the kickoff 
and soon kicked. State turned to 
air for support and found it un- 
trustworthy. Eberdt, alert center, 
intercepted a pass on the Cougars’ 
37-yard line and on the next play 
Moore tossed a pass to Smith, a 
fast end, who was not stopped un- 
til he was on the one-yard line. 
Campbell sneaked across for the 
second touchdown on the next play 
and again kicked goal for the ex- 
tra point. 

The third and last touchdown 
came a bit later to make the sec- 
ond period one long to be remem- 
bered in rose tournament compe~- 
tition. 

Alabama ran a punt to its own 
47-yard line and Campbell then 
added 9% yards on the next play. 
A pass failed and with six inches 
to go for a first down, Campbell 
slanted off right tackle, broke 
through and once in the clear 
showed a clean pair of heels to 
all opposition.

Here 
Captain Schwartz fumbled and the 
eagle-eyed Sington recovered the 
ball for Alabama. 

Alabama gave every man on the 
bench a chance to get in the game 
climaxing an undefeated season In 
the Southern conference. Thirty- 
three ’Bama boys entered the con- 
flict, including Billy Brown, broth- 
er of Johnny Mack Brown, movie 
star, who scored two touchdowns 
for Alabama in the Rose Bowl 
game of 1926 when the University 
of Washington was defeated, 20 
to 19.

Conditions and Prospects 
For The Coming Year 
Robert P. Lamont, Secretary of 
Commerce, in response to requests 
for a statement of conditions and 
prospects for the coming year, is- 
sued the following statement: 
Prior to the close of 1929 a 
world-wide decline in raw material 
prices and a collapse of security 
values ushered in a period of gen- 
eral business unsettlement., In the 
latter months of the year produc- 
tion was curtailed, building fell 
off, and industrial employment was 
reduced. But many evidences of 
business improvement appeared in 


the early months of 1980. Build- 
ing construction increased and 


there was an upturn in the produc- 
tion of automobiles, steel and other 
basie products. Security prices 
swung upward and commodity 
prices were temporarily halted in 
their decline. Toward the middle 
of the year, however, it became 
clear that production in certain 
raw material areas had been set- 
ting too rapid a pace and that eco- 
nomic disturbances in several quar- 
of the world would enforce 
further declines and lessen _ still 
more the purchasing power of im- 
portant world markets. At home 
the early evidences of stability 
gradually began to disappear be- 
neath the currents of world-wide 
depression, while a period of se- 
vere drought gave still greater mo- 
mentum to those cumulative forces 
which were bringing heavy losses 
of purchasing power to a substan- 
tial portion of our people. 

As the rate of decline in raw 
material prices became more high- 
ly accelerated industry confined 
its purchases more and more to 
current needs. The universal drop 
in industrial production was fol- 
lowed by increasing unemployment 
and a decline in consumers’ de- 
mand in both foreign and domes- 
tic markets. Toward the end of 
the year these cumulative forces 
were rapidly running their course 
and the apparent retardation in 
the rate of downward movement in 
several basic indexes of business 
supports the belief that the ele- 
ments of recession have now spent 
most of their force. 

The effect produced by ‘the 
world-wide depression can be seen 
in the year’s indexes of business. 
The Federal Reserve Board’s in- 
dex of industrial production, which 
comprises all the basic mineral 
products and all important groups 
of manufacturing goods and which, 
therefore, is the most: comprehen- 
sive single measure of industrial 
activity, fell approximately 20 per 
cent below the level of the preced- 
ing peak year. Compared with the 
highly prosperous year of 1928, 
however, the decline in production 
is slightly less than 13 per cent. 

Exports of manufactured goods 
as well as total exports declined 
in value approximately 25. per 
cent, reflecting lower prices and 
the marked shrinkage in purchas- 
ing power abroad which followed 
upon the rapidly weakening price 
levels and the universal contrac- 
tion in industry. Also significant 
in this connection is the fact that 
our capital exports during the sec- 
ond half of the year have shrunk 
to negligible proportions. 

On the basis of quantity our ex- 
ports for the current year have de- 
clined about 20 per cent from last 
year’s high levels. Imports, which 
fell off approximately 30 per cent 
in value from 1929, showed a drop 
in quantity of only 15 per cent. 
Thus our purchases and consump- 
tion of foreign goods have fallen 
but little below the levels of pre- 
vious normal years. This great 
disparity between the value and 
quantity of our imports reflects the 
drastic price declines in raw mate- 
rials, semi-manufactured products, 
and foodstuffs, which constitute 
approximately two-thirds of our 
total import value. 

While the forces of contraction 
were running their course the se- 
verity of the movement was hap- 
pily tempered by certain amelior- 
ative factors. Last year, immedi- 
ately after the stock market crash, 
the President called a conference 
of business and labor leaders with 
a view to effecting the greatest 
possible degree of cooperation dur- 
ing the period of readjustment. 
The successful outcome of this and 
of later conferences is reflected in 
the almost total absence of indus- 
trial disputes during the present 
year and in the maintenance of 
existing wage levels. Disturbances 
such as characterized previous pe- 
riods of depression have not arisen 
this year, although the contraction 
of purchasing power and declining 
price levels have resulted in the 
curtailment of industrial opera- 
tions and the consequent discharge 
of many workers, For the year 
as a whole factory employment was 
about 15 per cent below the high 
levels of the preceding year, but 
the decline in the number employ- 
ed during the current year has 
been relatively far less than in 
similar preceding periods of de- 
pression. Employers have evi- 
denced a conscious determination, 
so far as possible, to maintain their 
working forces by distributing 
available work through part-time. 

Building operations generally 


i 


have been sharply curtailed along 
with the contraction of industrial 
activity, but the effects of this 
shrinkage in building have been 
tempered by a more than ordinary 
volume of construction on the part 
of public utilities and Federal, 
State, and local governments, In 
accordance with the plans brought 
to fruition by the White House 
conferences, railroads and_ uitili- 
ties set out on an expansion pro- 
gram which called for the expendi 
ture of nearly three and a half 
billion dollars. At the same time 
publie works and highway con- 
struction undertaken during the 
year aggregate a similar additional 
amount. The inerease in such 
projects, it is estimated, has pro- 
vided employment for about 200,- 
000 additional workers who would 
otherwise be unemployed, 

Total new capital issues during 
1980 declined approximately 25 
per cent as compared with the pre- 
vious year. Foreign were 
confined almost entirely to the first 
half of the year and their later de- 
cline has closely reflected rapid 
price recessions and attendant eco- 
nomic disturbances abroad. Fur- 
thermore, the year’s decline in 
construction, amounting to approx- 
imately 20 per cent, was an impor- 
tant factor in the lower level of 
captital issues. The initiation of 
an extensive public works program 
during the last few months has 
led to a marked increase in state 
and municipal issues during the 
closing months of the year. 

In the financial markets the past 
year has been featured by a sub- 
stantial decline in security prices 
from the relatively high levels to 
which they recovered last spring. 
Brokers’ loans have been liquidat- 
ed since the beginning of the year 
by approximately 40 per cent. The 
Federal Reserve member banks 
have diminished their indebtedness 
to the Reserve Banks by almost 80 
per cent, as compared with 1929. 
Although the effect of falling se- 
curity price levels and _ unliquid 
portfolios have led to bank sus- 
pensions in certain localities, the 
banks of the country generally are 
in a strong position. 

Considerable encouragement is 
afforded by the fact that consum- 
er buying has held up to relative 
ly stable levels. Sales of depart- 
ment and other retail stores for the 
year have fallen only 7 to 10 per 
cent below the large volume of 
1929. About half of this decline 
in dollar volume is attributable to 
the lower price levels for retail 
goods, so that the quantity of 
goods purchased by consumers has 
probably been only 4 or 5 per cent 
less than in the preceding prosper- 
ous year, Wholesale commodity 
prices, particularly prices of raw 
materiais and agricultural prod- 
ucts, have declined sharply during 
the past year and for the year as 
a whole averaged about 10 per 
cent under the 1929 level. Ac- 
companying this decline the cost 
of living index has also fallen so 
that it is now about 6 per cent 
below the level of a year ago. Ear- 
lier periods of depression, such as 
those of 1898 and 1921, were char- 
acterized in their later phases by 
the reaccumulation of savings 
which had been expended in the 
preceding boom period and by the 
wearing out of previously purchas- 
ed goods, which caused a general 
buying movement on the part of 
the consuming public. That we 
are now approaching such a period 
is indicated by several significant 
facts. On the one hand savings de- 
posits have been progressively ac- 
cumulating while business written 
by life insurance companies has 
been maintaining a fairly even 
pace and has reached a total for 
the year almost equal to the high 
level of 1929 and above the total 
for 1928. At the same time stocks 
of department stores have been 
sharply reduced and there are some 
evidences of recent expansion of 
retail buying. While it is impos- 
sible to forecast at what time un- 
mistakable evidences of improve- 
ment in business will occur, it is 
clear that we have reached a point 
where cessation of further declines 
and beginning of recovery may 
reasonably be expected. 

In a review of business activity 
in 1929 which was issued a year

high level of industrial output for 
the year as a whole and to the fact 
that during the closing months ac- 
tivity in some lines of business was 
in recession, “It is impossible, of 
course,” the statement concluded, 
“to forecast what temporary ups 
and downs may occur, but the na- 
ture of the economic development 
of the United States is such that 
one may confidently predict for the 
long run a eontinuance of pros- 
perity and progress.’”’ Despite the 
sharp curtailment of economic ac- 
tivity during the past year no evi- 
denees have appeared which would 
justify a revision of this statement. 
There can be no doubt that the in- 
herent strength of our economic 
structure will enable our country 
to lead the world in a vigorous re- 
covery from the present depression 
as we have done in the past.
